If any man ſay, I am a grievous 
ſinner ; and therefore am a fraid to come :

When 
you ſhould return to God, will you ex- 
cuſe your ſelfe and ſay, that you be not 
ready ? Conſider earneſtly with your ſelves, 
how little ſuch feigned excuſes ſhall avail 
before God.

004 to follow the ſame ,as neer as conveniemly may be.Wherefore the people are to be admoni- 
ſhed, that it is moſt convenient that Baptiſme ſhould not be adminiſtred but upon Stundayes ani 
other kely dayes, when the moſe number of people may come together, as Well for that the Con= 
gregation there preſent may teſtifie the receiving of thens that be newly baptized into the 
number of ( briſfts charch, as alſo becarſe ia the baptiſme of infants every man preſent may be 
put in remembrance of his own profeſſion made to God in his baptiſme : For which cauſe alſo it 
is expedient that baptiſme be miniſtred in the Engliſh tongue : Nevertheleſſe, ( if neceſſy 
fo require) children may at all times be baptized at home.

Secoudly, foraſmucl as confirmation is miniſtred 19 them that be baptizcd, that by impoſition of hands and prayer, 
they may rccefve ſtrength and defence againſt all temptations ton, and the aſſaults of the world and the devil : 
it is moſt meet to be miniſtred when $ildsen come to that age, that partly by the frailty of their own fleſh, partly 
by the aſſaults of the world and the devil, they begin to be in danger vo fall iuto ſundry kinds of fin. 

Thirdly, for that it is agrecable with the uſage of the churc! mn times paſt: whereby it ws ordained that conſirma- 
tion ſhould be miniſtred to them that were of perfe# age, that they being mſtrudte1 in Chriſts religion, ſhould openly - 
profeſſe their own faith, and promiſe to be obedient unto the will of God.

the ſame. But if the ſick perſon be not able to come to the church, and yet is defirous to recetve the communion in 
his houſe, then he muſt give knowledge over night, or elſe early in the morning, to the curate, ſignifying alſo how 
many be appointed to communicate with him : an4 having a convenicn place in the ſick mans bouſe,where the curate 
nay reverently miniſtcr, and a good number to reccive the communion with the ſick perſon, with all things ucccſ- 
ſary for the ſame, he ſhall there miniſter the holy communion.

3 The ſorrows of death compaſſed me: 
and the overflowings of ungodlineſs made 
me afraid, 

4 The pains of hell came about me : the 
ſnares of death overtook me. 

5 In my trouble I will call upon the Lord: 
and complain unto my God. 

6 So (hall he hear my voyce out of his 
holy temple : and my complaint ſhall come 
before him, it ſhall enter even into his 
Ears, 

7 Theearth trembled and quaked : the 
very foundations alſo of the hills ſhook and 
were removed, becauſe he was wroth. 

8 There went a ſmoke out of his pre- 
ſence : and a conſuming fire out of his 
mouth, ſo that coals were kindled ar it. 

9 He bowed the heavens alſo and came 
down : and it was dark under his feet. 

10 He rode upon the cherubims, and 
did flye : he came flying upon the wings of 
the wind, 

11 He madedarkneſs his ſecret place : 
his pavilion round about him, with dark 
water, and thick clouds to cover him. 

.12 At the brightneſs of his preſence his 
_ removed : hailſtones and coals of 

re, 

13 The Lord alſo thundred out of hea- 
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ven, and the higheſt gave his thunder : hail- 
ſtones and coals of fire. 

14 He ſent out his arrows and ſcattered 
them : he caſt forth lightnings and deltroy- 
ed them, 

15 Theſprings of waters were ſeen, and 
the foundations of the round world were 
diſcovered at thy chiding, O Lord : at the 
blaſting of the breath of thy diſpleaſure. 

16 Heſhall ſend down from the high to 
fetch me : and ſhall take me out of many 
waters, 

17 He ſhall deliver me from my ſtrongeſt 
enemy, and from them that hate me : for 
they are too mighty for me. 

18 They prevented me in the day of my 
trouble : but the Lord was my upholder. 

19 He brought me forth alſo into a - 
place of liberty : he brought me forth, 
even becaule he had a favor unto me. 

20 The Lord (hall reward me after my 
righteous dealing : according to the clean-" 
neſs of my hands ſhall he recompence rhe. 

21 Becauſe I have kept the ways of the 
Lord : and have not forſaken my God as 
the wicked doth. 

22 For I havean eye unto all his laws: 
and will not caſt out his commandments + 
from me. 

23 I was alſo uncorrupt before him: and. 
eſchewed mine own wickedneſs. 

24 Therefore ſhall the Lord reward me: - 
after my righteous dealing : and according 
unto the cleanneſs of my hands in his eye- 
ſight. 

25 With the holy thou ſhale be holy: and 
with'a perfect man thou ſhalc be perte&. 

26 With the clean thou ſhalt be clean : 
and with the froward thou ſhalr learn fro 
wardneſ-. 

27 For thou ſhalt fave the people that are - 
in adverſity : and ſhale bring down the 
high looks of the proud, 

28 Thou halt alſo light my candle : the 
Lord my God ſha!l make my darkneſs to 
be light. 

29 For in thee ſhall diſcomfic an hoſt - 
of men : .and with the help of my God I _. 
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30 The way of God is an undefiled way: 

the word of the Lord alſo is tryed in the 

fire, he isthe defender of all them that 
put their truſt in him, : 

31 For who is God but the Lord: or 
who hath any Rrength except our God ? 

32 It is God that girdeth me with 
Atrength of war: and maketh my way 
perfect. 

33 He maketh my feet like harts feet : 
and ſetteth me up on high, 

24 He teacheth mine hands to fight : 
and mine arms ſhall break evena bow of 
ſteel. 

35 Thou haſtgiven me the defence of 
thy ſalvation: thy right hand alſo ſhall hold 
me upand thy loving corrcAion ſhall make 
me great. 

36 Thou ſhalt make room enough un- 
der me for to go : that my footſteps ſhall 
not ſlide. 

. 37 Iwillfollow upon mine enemies,and 
overtake them : neither will I turn again 
till T have deſtroyed them:

43 Thou ſhalt deliver me from the 
ſtrivings of the people: and thou ſhalt 
make me the head of the heathen. 

44 A people whom I have not known : 

ſhall ſerve me. 
45 Afſoonas they hear of me, they ſhall 
obey me : but the ſtrange children ſhall diſ- 
ſemble with me. - | 

46 The ſtrange children ſhall fail : and be 
afraid out of their priſons. " 
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47 TheLord liveth, and bleſſed bs my 
ſtrong helper : and praiſed be the God of 
my ſalvation. 

48 Even the God that ſceth that I be 
avenged : and ſubdueth the people nnto me. 

49 It is he that delivereth me from my 
(cruel) enemies, and ſetteth me np above 
mine adverſaries : thou ſhalt rid me from 
the wicked man. 

50 For this cauſe will I give thanks unto 
thee (O Lord) among the. Gentiles: and 
ſing praiſes unto thy Name. 

51 Great proſperity giveth he unto his 
King : and ſheweth loving kindeneſs unto 
David his anointed, and unto his ſeed for

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| 1:ine iniquity: and my bones are conſumed, 

13 I became a reproof among all mine 
cnemies,but ſpecially among my neighbors: 
, and they of mine acquaintance were afraid 
-- of me, and they that did fee me without,

14 Iamclean forgotten as adead man 
out of minde: Iam become like a broken 
veſlcl, | 

15 For I have heard the blaſphemy of 
the multitude : and fear is on every-ſide, 
while they conſpire together againlt me, & 
take their counſel to take away my lite.

4 For thy hand is heavy npon me day and 
night : and my moiſture is like the drought 
in ſummer,

from him that ſpoileth him. 

11 Falſe witneſs did riſe up : they laid 
to my charge things that I knew not.

14 Ibchaved my ſelf as though it had 
been my friend,or my brother:I went hea- 
vily as one that mourneth for his mother, 

15 But in mine adverſity they rejoyced 
and gathered them together: yea, the very 
abjes came together again{tme unawares, 
making mows at me, and ceaſed not, - 

16 With the flatterers were bulie mockers: 
which gnaſhed upon me with their teeth. 

17 Lord, how long wilt thou look upon 
this : O deliver my toul from the calami- 
tics which they bring on me, and my darl- 
ing from the lyons. | 

18 So will I give thee thanks in the great 
congregation : I will praiſe thee among 
much people. 

19 O let not them that are mine enemies 
triumph over me ungodly:neither let them

3 The words of his mouth are unrigh- 
teous, and full of deceit : he hath left off 
to behave himſelf wiſely, and to do good.

7 Thou Lord ſhalt fave both man and 
beaſt, how excellent is thy mercy, O God : 
and the children of men (hall pur their truſt 
under the ſhadow of thy wings. 

8 They ſhall be ſatisfied with the plen- 
teouſneſs of thy houſe: and thou ſhalt 
give them drink of thy pleaſures, as out of 
the river.

and yet ſaw I never the righteous forſaken, 
nor his ſeed begging their bread. 

26 The righteous is ever merciful, and 
lendeth : and his ſeed is bleſſed.

36 I my ſelf have ſeen the ungodly in 
great power : and flouriſhing like a green 
bay-tree. 

37 And IT went by, and lo he was gone :
